JReport on the Administration of Ajmer-Merwara for 1921-22.

PAE^I. 

GENERAL- SLIOIARrc 

. The average rainfall was 17 inches QlcentSy the normal being 21 inches. 
Although the rainfall , was below the average the Eahi Crop was good. The 
Kharif crop depending on the rainfall of 1921 was fair only. The outturn of 
both the crops in all of the three Tahsils of the district was good. 

2. In spite of the decrease of Rs. 76,023, in receipts under “ Excise ” 
due partly to high prices of food grain and partly to the effects of the non- 
co-operation movement in the district, Imperial Revenues showed an increase 
■of nearly Rs. 17,650 over the preceding year. An increase of over Rs. 44,000 
was derived from “ Stamps ” and an increase of Rs. 54,430, from “ Assessed 
Taxes.” Imperial expenditure showed an increase of Rs. 4,48,855 over the 
previons year, of which sum over 3 lakhs of rupees were paid in discharge of 
a large number of War Bonds during the year. The increase under “ Police ”* 

*Es. 62,101. and " Education” t is attributed mainly 

t Kg. 27,837. to the revised scales of pay and the in- 

■creased rate of travelling allowance to the staff. The year’s working shows 
a deficit of Rs. 4,27,849. 

3. Grime was generally less than in the previous year. Its incidence per 
10,000 of population was 48'6 as compared with 66'2 in the preceding year. 

4. Although there was a decrease of 1,577 cases in the total number of 
civil suits during the year the total value of suits instituted exceeded that of 
the preceding year by over 4| lakhs of rupees. 

5. During the year under report 81 applications for permission to alienate 
land under the provisions of the Land Alienation Kegulations (III of 1914) 
were rejected. This fact shows that the Regulation has proved a good check 
on indiscriminate alienation of land. 

6. Owing to a large fall in the prices of mica mining operations remained 
dull during the year. The year was generally one of steady progress. 

7. Existing Co-operative Societies were consolidated. Mistakes made in 
the past owing to ignorance of correct co-operative methods were corrected and 
societies started on wrong lines were liquidated. Much propaganda work is 
considered necessary in this backward and impoverished district. Progress, 
if it is to be lasting and continuous, must necessarily be slow. 

8. As compared with the preceding year, there was an increase in the 
number both of schools and of pupils receiving education therein. The 
Superintendent bf Education for Delhi and Ajmer-Merwara now performs 
the duties both of Inspector of Schools and of Director of Public Instruction 
for Ajmer-Merwara. He also exercises full control over all the village 
Schools in the district. 

9. The sanitary condition of Ajmer City is far from satisfactory. The 
problem presents great difficulties but when the new Ajmer-Merwara Munici- 
palities Regulation comes into force and “ Birat ” sweepers are placed under 
Municipal control the Municipal Committee will be in a position to take more 
active steps to carry out the recommendations of the Civil Surgeon. Propo- 
sals to change the system of trenching night soil to a system of septic tanks 
and incineration, and to dig new wells at Bhaonta, are under consideration, but 
all schemes are greatly hampered by want of funds since new loans cannot 
be obtained until the Municipal revenues have increased considerably. A 
suggestion to impose fresh taxation is under the consideration of the Municipal 
Committee. 

10. At one time the political situation was very acute. Considerable 
excitement' was shown on the occasion of the arrest of a political offender in 
May 1921, when large numbers of people endeavoured to stop the train in 
which he was being conveyed to Nagpur. On several occasions the Police 
were interfered with in the performance of their duties and 2 or 3 members 
of the Eorce were injured. The movement was, however, confined to the urban 



arens only. There trere “ Hartals ” in the toxrns^ of Ajmer-MerTrara on tho . 
17tli November 1921, the date of the arrival of His Royal-Highness tho Prince 
of "Wales in India and again on the 28th in Ajmer vrhen His Eoyal Highness 
visited the City. 

11. Picketing vas also resorted fo, particularly at liquor shops, but it soon 
stopped when the picketers were arrested and convicted. Seven leading 
Sluhamadans were also arrested and convicted for distributing “'Fatwas ” 
declaring service in the Army and Police as against their religion.

1. Tlie Office of Commissionev, Ajmer-Merwara, was held by Colonel Personnel. 
S. B. A. Patterson, O.I.E., I.A., from the beginning of the year to 31st January 
1922, by Mr. P. B. M'arburton, I.C.S., from 1st Eebruary to 19th March 
1922 and by Mr. C. G. Watson, O.I.E., LC.S., from 20th March 1922 to the 
end of the year. 

! There was no change in the appointment of Additional District and 

Sessions Judge which was held by Sahibzada Abdul Wahid Khan. 

The office of Assistant Commissioner was held by Mr. E. C. Gibson 
from the beginning of the year to 5th May 1921, by Captain W. E. Webb 
fi-om 6th May to 5th July 1921 and by Mr. J. H. Davies from 16th November 
1921 to the end of the year. During the interval from oth Jtily to 15th 
November 1921 the post remained vacant.

The appointment of Superintendent of Police, Ajmer-Merwara, was 
held by Mr. J. C. Weymouth throughout the year.

’ pared with Bs. 24,72,696 last year. The 
total expenditure was Bs. 80,40,675 as against Bs. 24,87,114 last year. 

The Imperial revenue rose from Bs. 17,32,720 in the year 1920-21 to 
Bs. 17,50,377 in the year under report and the expenditure from Bs. 17,29,371 
to Bs. 21,78,226. 


There was a deficit of Bs. 4,27,849 in the Imperial revenue this year 
as compared with a surplus of Bs. 3,319 in the preceding year.

Variations in receipts are explained as below : — 

The increase in receipts under head “ Stamps ” is due to the institution 
of appeals about the transaction of Gur cases and the execution of 
bonds and instruments for borrowing money by general public. 

The increase in receipts under head “ Assessed Taxes ” is due to the rise 
in rates of tax under the new Income Tax Act, 

The decrease in receipts under head “ Excise ” is due partly to high 
prices of food grain and partly to the effects of non co-operation 
movement in this district. 

Variations in expenditiu'e are explained below : — 

The decrease in expenditure under heads “ Land Eevenue ” and ” Ad- 
ministration of Justice ” is due to the fact that the expenditure on 
account of pay, travelling allowance and contingencies of the 
district administrative staff formerly charged in moieties to “ Land 
Revenue” and “Administration of Justice” is now transferred to 
the new head “ District Administration.” 

The increase in expenditure under head “ Interest” is due to the large 
number of war bonds discharged during the year 1921-22. 

The increase of expenditure under heads “ Police ” and “ Education ” 
is chiefly due to revised scales of pay and the increased rate of 
travelling allowance. 

The decrease in expenditure under head “ !Miscellaneous items ” and in- 
crease under head “ Currency ” are due to the fact that expenditure 
on account of remittances of treasure formerly charged to the 
former head is now shoivn under a new separate head “ Currency.” 

The increase under head “District Administration” is due to the 
transfer to this head of expenditure on account of pay of Officers 
from “Land Revenue” and “Administration of Justice.” 

The decrease in expenditure under head “ Scientific and other minor 
Departments” is explained by the transfer of expenditure from this 
head to the head “ Agriculture.”

7. Cost of management. — ^Tlie eost of management amounted to 
Its. 01,522-15-9 br ll'91 per cent, 'of the year’s ordinary receipts against’ 
lO’SG per cent, in the last year. This percentage includes cost of local 
management which amounts to Rs. 39,361-16-9. The increase in the cost is 
due to increment granted to the employes in view of scarcity of labour and 
prevailing high prices.

10. Ilarroages of the fonrrfs — Thakur Moti Singh of Bubania was married 
to the daughter of the Thakur of “ Nandwas ” estate in Mewar. 

11. In the Ajmer 'Dahsil 1,372 cases were instituted' during the year and 
848 cases were pending of the previous year. Out of 2,220 cases l,934i were 
disposed of leaving 28G pending at the close of the year. 

In Merwara S,609 cases were instituted all of which were disposed of. 

12. During tlie year 308 applications for permission to alienate land 
under the provisions of the Land Alienation Regulation (III of 1914) were 
received.

13. The total volume of reported crime, excluding false cases and includ- Crime statistics, 
ing true cases, reported to Magistrates was 2,373, a decrease of 389 as 

compared with the figures for 1920. The decrease falls largely under heads 
(I) Minor offences against property and (II) other ofi!ences against religion, 
public nuisance, vagrancy and other cognizable offences under special and 
local laws, etc. 

The incidence of crime per 10,000 of population, amounted to 48‘6 as 
compared with 66 2 last year. 

14. Investigations were made in 93 per cent, of cases reported as com- iiwestigations. 

pared with 95 per cent, in 1920. 64 police cases were struck off as being false 

or as due to mistakes of fact, etc., as compared with 69 the year before. 

Seventeen cases were investigated by the Deputy Superintendent of 
Police and enquiries in all the more important cases were supervised by Superin- 
tendent of Police. 


16. The number of murder cases reported decreased from 14 in 1920 to Murder 
13 in 1921. Of the 13 cases 5 ended in conviction, while of the remaining 
8, 6 remained undetected and 2 were pending at the close of the year. The 
police were not successful this year in dealing with this class of crime but 
several of the cases were of a difficult nature and offered little hope of detec- 
tion from the very beginning. None of the murders calls for special notice. 

16. Two cases of professional poisoning were reported during 1921 as Poisoning, 
compared with 6 in 1920. Of these one was discharged and one proved to be 

false. 

17. Six cases of dakaiti, all of them on roads, occurred during the year nakaiti. 
as compared. with the same number in 1920. In nearly every instance Baories, 

Sansis, Eajputs, Naiks or Minas of surrounding States were suspected but in no 

case were the police successful in tracing the dacoits. 

18. Eighteen true cases of robbery were for disposal as compared with Eobbory. 

16 true cases in 1920. 4 were successfully prosecuted, 2 were pending at the 

close of the year, 1 was acquitted and 11 remained undetected. 

19. The number of the true cases including Magistrates cases for disposal Burglary, 
was 606 as compared with 646 in 1920. 

20. There were 351 true police cases for disposal as compared with 300 ordinax-y tuoft. 

in 3920. 143 cases involving 168 persons, were sent up for trial and 90’9 per 

cent, ended in conviction. 

21 . Ninety-nine true police cases .were disposed of as compared with Cattle theft. 
107 in 1920. Only 34 cases were worked out. 

22. The year opened with 248 persons registered under the Criminal criminal tribes. 
Tribes Act, and closed with 336. The names of 92 persons, chiefly Kanjai’s, 

were added and 4 were expunged. There were 10 prosecutions under section 
22 of the Act. 

23. Thirty-two persons were prosecuted under the preventive sections vagrancy nnu 
of tbe Criminal Procedure Code as compared with 16 in 1920. Of the.se 
prosecutions 30 were under section 109 and 2 under section 110 of Criminal 
Procedure Code : 23 ended in conviction, 6 were discharged, 3 w'cre wdthdrawm 

and one case waspending at the close of the year.

86. The total income of the year was Es. 4,72,712 as against Es. 4,16,835 
in 1920-21. The expenditure amounted to Rs. 5,13,229 as against Es. 4,35,095 
in the previous year. The closing balance was Es. 61,442. 

Exclusive of refunds, the income and expenditure show an increase 
of Es. 49,419 and Es. 71,676, respectively, when compared with the figures of 
the preceding year. 

The gross income also shows an increase of Es. 55,877, which is 
chiefly visible under the head “ Octroi,” “ Sales — Miscellaneous ” and “ Miscel- 
laneous.”

The increase of Es. 28,327 in gross Octroi receipts has occurred 
chiefly under the items “ Sugar ” ” Piece goods ” and " Grains.” 

38. The large increase in expenditure amounting to Rs. 78,134 occurs 
mostly under the heads “ Conservancy,” “Water Supply ” and “Refunds.” 
The revision of the scale of pay of the staff and the purchase of cattle and 
a motor lorry account for the increased expenditure under the head “ Conser- 
vancy.” The necessity of resorting to the process of pumping from the Bhaonta 
wells throughout the year accounts for the increase under the head “ Water 
Supply.” Inflated prices are responsible for the increase under the head 
“ Refunds.” 
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39. A sum of Ks. 21,772 was paid towards the liquidation of Government 
loans, the balance of which due by the Municipality at the end of the year 
amounted to Ks. 4,47,118. 

40. The incidence of Octroi- taxation was Rs. 2-5-9 per head of the popula- 
tion against Es. 2-2-4 in the preceding year. 

41. The management of the Ajmer Water Works remained in the hands 
of the Executive Engineer, Public Works Department, Ajmer division.

At the Eoy Sagar and Budha Pushkar lakes, the water levels were 
respectively 5‘Cl and 3'6f' at the commencement of the year. At the close of 
the year the Eoy Sagar was dry while the water level of Budha Pushkar was 
o'lO^-. The water level of Bhaonta well No. 5 was 91'59 on the 1st April 1921 
and 86‘42 on the 31st March 1922. 


Water was pumped throughout the year from the Bhaonta wells and 
at intervals from the Eoy Sagar lake. It was also pumped from the Budha 
Pushkar Lalce by the Railway for their own use for about 3’ months and a 
half during the year. 

43. The number of births recorded was 2,282 and of deaths 3,972 as 
against 2,001 and 4,284 respectively in the previous year. 

The birth and death rates per mille of population were 22‘92 and 39'90 
against 20T0 and 43-00 respectively in the preceding year. 

The mortality among children under 5 years of age was 2,087 (52-57 
per cent, of the total mortality) against 2,200 in the previous year. 

44. The total number of Vaccinations performed was 3,362 against 4,368 
in the previous year. 

45. The sanitary condition of the city is very bad. Some efforts have 
been made to improve it but it is difficult to do much when funds are lacking 
and the sanitary education of the people is almost non-existent. The sweeper^ 
birat system continues to be very unsatisfactory. It is hoped that an improve-, 
ment will be effeeted after the revised draft of the Ajmer-Merwara Munici- 
]ialities Regulation which is under the consideration of the Government of 
India and makes provision for the birat sweepers being placed under Municipal ' 
control, has been passed and enforced.

The ratio of 
mortality per cent, to total cases treated as indoor increased from 7‘60 in 1920

106. Mr. E. E. Harris, Inspector of Schools retired on 4th November inspection. 
1921 ; and I took charge of the duties of the Superintendent of Education,

hitherto performed by the inspector of Schools, those performed by the Com- 
missioner as Director of Public Instruction, Ajmer-Merwara, with full control 
of all the Village Schools have also been delegated to me. 

107. Mr. E. E. Harris, also the Principal of the Government College, Government 
iijmer, was relieved on retirement by Mr. Miller, the then Vice* Principal, on 

the 4th November 1921, and Professor Hari Pershad was appointed as Vice- 
Principal. Since then the Principal of the College has been relieved of the 
duties of the Inspector of Schools, Ajmer-Merwara. 

The number of pupils on the rolls of the Government College, Ajmer, 
on the 31st March 1922, was 69 as against 87 in the preceding year. 

108. The number of the High Schools was the same. Mr. H. M. C. Harris Government 
continued to hold the office of the Head Master, Government High School, schoo s.

IIG. The annual religious fair at Pushkar was held from the 11th to the 
IGth November 1921. 

Owing to insufficient stock of fodder the Annual Horse Show and 
cattle Fair in connection with the religious festival had to he abandoned this 
year also hut as there was no epidemic disease among people no restriction was 
imposed on the issue of Railway tickets. 

The gathering of people on the last bathing day was estimated at the 
same figure of 60,000 as in the preceding year against 90,000 in 1919. 

Although the cattle fair was officially abandoned the number of 
cattle brought for sale was 16,756 against 9,985 in the precedinT year. Of the 
number admitted 7,563 were sold for Rs. 5,94,997 and a sum of Rs. 8,132. was 
realized on account of capitation tax. 

No serious crime occurred. 


The Police, sanitary and other arrangements in connection with the 
fair were satisfactory. 

117. The annual Urs fair in connection with the shrine of the Hurgah
